REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 26-36, 41^48, 55, 56, 58-63 and 71-181 are pending in this 
application. The Exammer has required restriction to one of 13 groups. In response to 
such restriction Applicants wish to proceed as follows. 

- Applicants elect without traverse Group I drawn to methods of screening 
retroviral therapeutic agents (RTAs) for their capacity to affect lipodystrophy by 
measuring the inhibition of adipogenesis, claims 1, 2 and 71-90, for proceeding with 
prosecution on the merits. 
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
